The premier first referred to the 
figure of 10 more settlements In an 
interview with The Washington Post 
during the summer. He subsequent- 
ly confirmed it in other media 
appearances. 

Of the 10 to which Begin referred, 
six have been approved by the 
cabinet (three of these six ap- 
provals are to be . appealed by the 
Defifocratic- Movement to the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs Com- 


mittee). and four more remain still 
to be approved.

ree W® Swiss .psychologist 
I ftaVS Jean Piaget dies 


GENEVA ( AP) . — Jean Piaget, the 
Swiss psychologist often called- the 
father of modern child psychology, 
died here yesterday. 

Pfsget, who had a devoted follow- 
ing at universities and research In- 
stitutes around the world, par- 
ticularly in the U.S., Britain and 
Canada, has won many honours and 
prises, published more than 40 
books and imuimerable papers and 
articles.. 

His influence on 20th century psy- 
chology has been likened by some 
psychologists to that of Sigmund 
Freud. 

Ironically, Piaget's university 
degree was In zoology. 

He published an article on an 
albino sparrow at the age of 10. He

HAIFA. — A fire which started 
yesterday afternoon in the Tirat 
Ha carmel garbage damp near 
Haifa quickly spread westwards to 
Mount Carmel, destroying 800 
dunams of natural pine forest. 

“This was the second largest 
forest fire so far this year — and the 
season Isn't over yet." according to 
the Jewish National Fund's chief 
forester, Mordecha! Ben-Porat. 

It took the 17 fire crews and 
dozens of volunteers several hours 
to reduce the large blaze to a few 
Isolated fires. They expected to 
spend the whole night on the moun- 
tain before the fire was completely 
extinguished. 

A lieutenant from a nearby army 
base told The Jerusalem Post he 
saw the fire starting In the garbage 
dump precisely at 3 p.m. He called 
the local fire brigade, but they 
could not contain the blaze. Within 
minutes It reached the forests on 
Mount Carmel and started 
spreading towards the Belt Oren 
guest house. The flames missed the 
Carmel Wildlife Reserve by a few 
metres. 

Ben-Porat noted that a little over 
three years ago another fire had 
started in the same dump and 
destroyed hundreds of dunams of 
woods and fertile land. 

'Die largest fire this year, Ben- 
Porat said, was one which 


destroyed 600 dunams of forest near 
Zlchroh Ya'acov early In the 
summer. A fire near Beit Oren con- 
sumed 10 to 20 dunams of pine on 
September 7. 

“We have tried our best," said 
Tirat Hacarmel Local Council 
Chairman Una Arblll. “We agree 
the municipal dump Is not what It 
should be and have repeatedly ask- 
ed the State Lands Administration 
to designate another site. They told 
us of an abandoned area near Atilt, 
but they keep saying It takes time to 
complete the surveys, the 
necessary procedures and so forth. 
Thus, we are simply waiting." 

Arblll claimed that the dump is 
also used by nearby factories for 
chemical waste, and by people who 
drive by. He said the dump super- 
visor hits instructions to bury gar- 
bage and not to burn it, but “it is 
impossible to vouch for what others 
do there."

An expected 5 per cent fall In tax' 
revenues Is the main factor behind 
a greatly enlarged deficit In the 
revised government budget for 
fiscal 1980 slated to be brought for 
discussion this morning at the 
economic cabinet. 

The adjusted budget figure being 
proposed is around ISBOb., up from 
the previous estimate of 1365.3b. 

The tax shortfall, in real terms as 
compared to original estimates for 
the year, is anticipated despite in- 
come tax department promises to 
Increase Its revenue by IS2b. In 
response, the Treasury Intends to 
cancel various tax breaks granted 
over the last year. Including one 
on inventory tax which has cost the 
state approximately XSlb. 

Causing the drop in revenue were 
a 15 per cent real fall In Import 
duties collected and a 7 per cent fall . 
in value added and other Indirect 
taxes on local production. These 
are estimates, based on data 
gathered so far this year and a pro- 
jected 25 per cent drop In consumer 
and durable goods Imports, which 
have . fallen along with consump- 
tion, down 8 per cent In real terms. 
The Treasury's request from in- 
come tax authorities amounts to li 
per cent in additional revenue to 
merely maintain last year's level in 
real terms, since various Income 
and property tax clauses 
worth IS3.5b. have been eliminated 
In the past year. If the enlarged 
revenue la not collected, this will 
mean an even more expanded 


deficit, which wtil have to be 
covered by either printing more 
money or selling more government 
bonds. 

The updating will make the 
budget 125-130 per cent higher than 
its nominal value In average prices 
for fiscal 1979, compared to an In- 
crease of 65 per cent originally 
figured. It does not take into ac- 
count the possibility of a “package 
deal" on wages, prices and taxes, 
and anticipates a 3 per cent drop In 
consumption, and a gross national 
product up 3 per cent, mostly due to 
Increased exports - 

Other data to be brought before 
today's session of the economic 
cabinet Include: 

• A drop of 0.5 per cent for the se- 
cond quarter of the year in un- 
employment, according to popula- 
tion surveys, leaving the current 
rate at 4.2 per cent. At the same 
time, however, more jobless 
workers registered at labour ex- 
changes, with the rise attributed to 
longer-term unemployed persons 
signing up after other job-seeking 
efforts failed. 

• A 6,3 per cent decline In the 
number of state employees, con- 
tinuing the government's efficiency 
efforts. 

• A drop in Israel's trade deficit, 
expected to stand at 32.5b. this year, 
down from last year's $ 2 . 6b. 

• A recovery In the construction 
industry, following a slowdown of 
many months, manifested mainly 
in a rising rate of apartment sales. 

• Continued inflation at an annual 
rate of 134 per cent, which requires 


greater outlays for cost-of-living in- 
creases on wages, but no more than 
the pay agreement signed recently. 
• An 8 per cent drop in industrial 
production for the first third of the 
year compared to a year before. 

Discussing the budget updating 
with Bank of Israel governor Arnon 
Gafny yesterday, economics 
professors from Israeli universities 
encouraged the government to ex- 
ercise restraint In spending to quell 
Inflation. 

The academics expressed doubt 
&a to the likelihood, for political 
reasons, of achieving a wage-price- 
tax package deal. Gafny agreed 
that the obstacles are great, but 
said that they make it a challenge 
and added that he is doing his best 
to improve the economic situation. 

Some of the professors said that 
inflation could be lowered by In- 
fluencing the cost side, by steps 
such as delaying price rises.

The security forces yesterday 
maintained tbey had dealt a severe 
blow to terrorism In the West Bank 
with the arrest of 10 local residents 
suspected of Involvement in the 
Hebron Hadassah building 
massacre of May 2 and other 
sabotage operations. More 
terrorists, named by other 
suspects, are currently being 
sought. The Jerusalem Post learn- 
ed last night 

It is not clear whether those being 
bunted are now in the West Bank or 
in neighbouring countries. Moat of 
these were reported to have been 
trained at terrorist bases belonging 
to Yasser Arafat's Fatah 
organizations In Lebanon, and may 
have attempted to return there. 

The security forces yesterday 
reported capturing four alleged 
Fatah members who they said were 
responsible for carrying out the 
May 2 murder of six Jews returning 
from prayers outside the old 
Hadassah building In Hebron. Six 
more West Bank residents, all 
suspected of aiding and harbouring 
the terrorists, were also arrested. 

Two of the four were arrested 
during Rosh Hashana while 
attempting to cross the Jordan 
River near Argaman In the Jordan 
Valley. The other arrests followed 
soon after. 

According to the army 
spokesman, huge quantities of 
arms and ammunition have been 
found over the past few days, all 
belonging to the cell. Also found 
were the same type of explosives 
used in the June assassination 
attempts on three West Bank 
mayors. But sources told The Post 
last night that this does not 
necessarily mean a connection 
between the attacks. 

The spakeam<r,i said that yester- 
day afternoon six houses belonging 
to the suspected terrorists, as well 
as those of three others captured 
over the New Year prior to a plann- 
ed mission, were blown up. 

Army engineers were dispatched 
yesterday to demolish the 
buildings, two of which were In 
Zebab Ta’a in the Jericho area and 
two in Wadi Sukein in Bethlehem. 
The rest were In Jenin, Tashir in 
the Jenin district, Banl Naim, Id- 
na, and Befta In the Nablus district. 

According to military sources all 
four suspects arrested in the 
Hadassah building massacre were 
members of Fatah and were work- 
ing under personal Instructions 
from..

In protest over dispersal by Burg 

K. Shmona council will shut 
services, call demonstrations

KIRYAT SHMONA. — The Kiryat 
Shmona City Council plans to shut 
down all services today and 
call all pupils and factory workers 
to demonstrate in the streets, in 
protest over - the dispersal of the 
council by Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, and his decision to set a 
ministry-appointed committee, to 
run the town. 

At a meeting with dozens of 
Kiryat Shmona residents yester- 
day. the council members agreed to 
prevent the newly appointed com- 
mittee from entering the 
municipality building and to do 
everything to keep it from func- 
tioning. 

The committee, headed by 
Reuven Robert and staffed with 
members of various ministries, was 
appointed by Burg following & un- 
animous verdict by an Interior 
Ministry investigating committee 
that both the Kiryat Shmona City 
Council and Mayor AvraJham Alonl 


arc incapable of administrating the 
town. 

Eight months ago nine of the 11 
city council members asked Burg to 
fire Aloni. citing in particular 
Aloni’s decision to pay an artist 
IS 160,000 to build a fountain for the 
city, without consulting other coun- 
cil members. The fountain has yet 
to be built. They also complained of 
his personal ethical standards 

Burg, after hearing both the city 
council and the mayor, set up 
ministerial investigating com 
m it tee which decided that both the 
council and the mayor should go 

Aloni responded yesterday to the 
ministry’s decision by saying that 
both he and the city are being 
wronged and that he plans to run in 
the next elections. Sammy Malul, a 
council member, claimed that 
"from accusers, we council 
members have been transformed 
into accused," and said that under 
no circumstances would the 
ministerial committee be allowed to 
■ take the place of the elected council. 


Olim plot new tactics for 
strike resumption Sunday

HAIFA. — Russian immigrants 
here have decided to resume their 
strike on Sunday. Following two 
days of heated debate, they have 
also decLded to change tactics, and 
strike at only one absorption centre 
at a time, for one day at a time. 

Sunday will also be the 30th day 
since the death of Arkady Zitzer- 
man, the Russian immigrant whose 
suicide triggered the two-week-long 
strike at 15 absorption centres 
throughout the country. 


Representatives from several ab- 
sorption centres and ulpanim met 
at the Abba Khoushy Absorption 
Centre, in Kiryat EHiezer, on Sun- 
day. They demanded a resumption 
of the strike "until the bitter end — 
or victory." They complained that 
they had already had their share of 
empty promises and believed 
neither the government nor the 
Jewish Agency were willing to 
better the living conditions of Rus- 
sian Immigrants here. 


The debate continued on Monday 
night, when moderate elements 
prevailed and a new "action plan 
was approved. The strike will 
resume first at the Abba Khoushy 
Absorption Centre. Dozens of cen- 
tres throughout the country are ex- 
pected to follow suit, one at a time 
according to an approved 
timetable. 

Yosef Tekoah, chairman of the 
Russian Immigrants Association, 
said yesterday that the strikers 
have been in touch with most of the 
country’s 50 absorption centres and 
expected most to join the protest. 

The strikers’ committee has also 
called upon "all Russian olim In the 
country" to stay at home on Sunday 
to "show your solidarity with us 
and In the memory of Arkady 
Zitzerman." 

The decision to strike at the Abba 
Khoushy centre for only 24 hours 
has apparently calmed down many 
English and Spanish-speaking Im- 
migrants. who had strongly op- 
posed resuming the strike "under 
any circumstances." 


Bader wants banking loophole plugged

TEL AVIV. — Dr. Yohanan Bader, 
vice-chairman of the Bank of Israel 
advisory council, has urged amen- 
ding of existing legislation con- 
trolling banking operations in order 
to prevent share manipulations on 
the stock exchange. 


Bader, the former Likud 
economic affairs spokesman, said 
It was high time that Knesset 
members Initiated legislation aim- 
ed at "plugging up the present 


loophole in banking Jaws." 

He said the main loophole la that 
while the banks' lnvestmefat cor- 
porations and their mutual trust 
funds are ostensibly independent of 
their mother companies, the trust 
funds often borrow from the banka 
in order to acquire their shares. 

Asked whether he bad ever raised 
the issue at bank council meetings, 
Bader said sharply: "Of course I 
have, but since the council is pack- 
ed with bankers, all they do is smile 
politely and carry on with the next 
item on the agenda." 


West hopes to reduce nukes in Europe 


BRUSSELS. — NATO will propose 
to the Soviet Union that talks open 
In Geneva on October 15 on the 
limitation of nuclear missiles in 
Europe. Italian Foreign Minister 
Emilio Colombo told the press here 
yesterday. 

On Monday, U.S. ‘Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskie said in 
Washington that he expects - ' to 
reach agreement next week with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko on starting such 
negotiations. 

Colombo was ’the first official 
source to announce details of the 
proposal. ,The Italian minister was 


here to attend a meeting with his 
Common Market colleagues on 
Turkey and the Middle East. 

The proposal was decided at a 
meeting of NATO’s special con- 
sultative committee, now taking 
place in Brussels. The meeting, 
- chaired by the State Department’s 
director of political and military af- 
fairs Reginald Bartholeraew, dis- 
cussed how far east the 8 oviet 
medium-range nuclear missiles 
should be pulled back in an arms 
limitation accord. 

At Issue Is NATO’s plan to deploy 
572 new PershJng-2 and Cruise mis- 
siles and Soviet deployment of its 
SS-20 missiles. (AP, Reuter)

National Insurance benefits, 
payment ceilings going up

The monthly salary ceiling on 
which National Insurance 
payments are deducted, calculated 
at three times the average national 
wage, will be IS9.500 as of October, 
up from today's 186,800. At the un- 
iversal rate of 4.6 per cent, this 
means the top payment will be 
IS437 instead of IS290. 

Maximum payment from the 
National Insurance Institute to 
soldiers called up for reserve duty 
will also be 189,500, based on an 
average monthly gross salary of 
153,194 in October, according to NH: 
projections. ' 

Old-age and survivors' benefits, 
not- including social welfare 
payments, will be increased next 
month by 18.9 per cent over July- 


September levels. The sum for an 
individual will be IS512 (instead of 
18430); an elderly couple will 
receive IS752 (IS632) ; a widow with 
two children IS992 (IS883). The in- 
crease falls 2 per cent short of the 
rise in prices since the payment 
rate was last updated. 

It has not yet been determined 
how much social benefit recipients 
will get and when; their payments 
are normally updated every month, 
in line with the cost-of-living index. 
The issue will be discussed over the 
next few days in the Labour and 
Social Affaire Ministry. 

Child allowances will also be-rais* 
ed in October,

supplied the group with transporta- 
tion. as well as the chemicals for 
the make-shift grenades used at 
Beit Hadassah. He allegedly joined 
Fatah in 1978 and has been 
employed at the Hebron and East 
Jerusalem blood banks as a chemist 
for several years. 

The four are alleged to have 
planned the attack down to the last 
detail, training In caves near 
Hebron for months before its execu- 
tion. Since that Friday night when 
the Kiryat Arba settlers were retur- 
ning home from prayers at the 
Tomb of the Patriarchs, the search 
for the perpetrators has been high 
on the security service's list of 
priorities. 

One of the first leads checked by 
the investigators was the apparent 
involvement of a chemist, which 
was surmised from the laboratory 
analysis of the remains*of the home- 
made explosives used in the attack. 

Subsequent intelligence Indicated 
the Involvement of people in 
training exercises abroad aa well as 
In the Hebron area and this further 
narrowed the search. 

The final break came with the 
arrest of a young villager from Bani 
Naim in the village of Dura west of 


Hebron almost a month ago. The 
youth was found to be In possession 
of a Kalashnikov, ammunition and 
explosives. 

It is not yet known what the youth 
was doing In Dura, which is close to 
the Beit Guvrin caves, but his arrest 
was kept a close secret while securi- 
ty forces effectively closed the Jor- 
dan River bridges to any young peo- 
ple trying to leave — particularly 
from the Hebron area. 

Two of the alleged terrorists, ap- 
parently sensing the progress of the 
Investigators, decided that they 
could remain hidden no longer and 
tried to cross the river last Satur- 
day. An army patrol apprehended 
them and the other members of the 
cell were rounded up within 38 
hours. 

Another element is the extent of 
direct control exercised by Abu 
Jihad, the recently appointed head 
of Fatah operations in the West 
Bank. According to the terrorists, 
Abu Jihad was involved in the selec- 
tion of the target, the time and even 
the composition of the cell.

Anderson reveals new ‘details’ of alleged Israeli A-bomb

WASHINGTON. — Syndicated 
columnist Jack Anderson has ex- 
panded on earlier allegations that 
Israel cooperated with South Africa 
In exploding a nuclear weapon off 
the coast of South Africa last 
year. Those allegations have been 
sharply denied by both countries. 


Writing in The Washington Post 
this week, Anderson reported the 
existence of a secret report from the 
U.S. Central intelligence Agency to 
the National Security Council, dated 
June 20. i960, which raised the dis- 
tinct possibility that the “mystery 
flash" off the South African coast in 
September 1979 was part of a tac- 
tical nuclear weapon test Involving 
Israel, South Africa and Taiwan. 


Anderson said CIA experts 
believe the three "beleaguered," 
countries most probably had been 
testing a relatively small-scale, tac- 
tical nuclear weapon, about one- 
sixth the size of the atomic bomb 
dropped on Hiroshima 35 years ago. 

Earlier this year, a White House 
panel of experts from the Office of 
Science and Technology concluded 
that the mystery Rash — detected at 
the time by a U. 8 . spy satellite — 
was most likely a natural 
phenomenon. 


slon. although It "possibly" could 
have been nothing more ominous 
than a gigantic lightning bolt or 
other natural occurrence. 


Anderson said that if the flash 
was in fact a small tactical nuclear 
device, the CIA believes It could be 
ready for combat use "by late 1980 
or early 1981." 

He said the CIA became aware of 
Israeli-South African cooperation In 
the nuclear arena when "sensitive 
Israeli weaponry began turning up 
in South Africa." 


The Pentagon's defence in- 
telligence agency, on the other 
hand, said that the flash was a 
nuclear explosion. 

According lo Anderson, the CIA 
report concluded that the flash 
"most likely" was a nuclear expZo- 


The columnist quoted Intelligence 
sources as saying that South Africa 
has shared with Israel and Taiwan 
"one of the hottest military secrets 
of the nuclear age; a cheap, ef- 
ficient process for obtaining U-230, 
the radioactive form of uranium 


used in weapons." 

Has refused 
to provide this information to the 
U.S.. which as a result has been 
"trying every trick in the book to 
pry the process loose." 

National Security Council sources 
stressed that the White House panel 
of scientists had "exhaustively" 
looked Into the mystery flash, 
gathering information from the en- 
Ure U.S. intelligence community. I 
But the scientists could not come up 
with any evidence to suggest that It 
was a nuclear explosion. 

The sources said they had no 
knowledge of any CIA report to the 
NSC regarding the incident, a a 
reported by Anderson. They ninr, 
said they were unaware of any CIA 
report "linking the three coun- 
tries."

Moda’i said the administration 
will .look into the possibility of 
routing the canal around the Gaza 
Strip, to avoid possible political 
complications. But he asserted that 
“building it through the strip in- 
volves no risk** because, whether or 
not the strip becomes part of Israel, 
it will remain “bound to I sr ael.” 

Moda’i noted that the Jor danians 
had so far refrained from officially 
criticizing the canal project and 
Jordanian press criticism had 
focused on the Gaza Strip Issue 
rather than the projeot itself. 

He said that the early exploratory 
investigation of the canal’s 
feasibility, costing $10m. (including 
the £S7m. already spent) , would be 
borne by the Israel government. 
The detailed planning stage, as well 
as the actual construction, assessed 
together at 8700m., would probably 
be financed by a combination of 
foreign investment and local 
private capital, — he said. 

Moda’i said that Israel is current- 
ly * ’vigorously*' exploring for oil 
and that during the current fiscal 
year $22m. will be spent ($i2m. 
from government funds and flOm. 
from, private Investors) and 20 sites 
will be drilled in this effort. 

Since last April, 11 wells have 
been drilled, six of them shallow 
and five medium or deep. Another 
nine drillings, of which three will be 
deep, are planned for the coming 
months. One of these sites, a deep 
drill near Sdom, will cost an ad- 
ditional $8m. Moda’i noted that the 
present effort falls short of the 30 
drillings per year recently 
recommended by oil expert James 
WUson. 

Moda’i said he hopes to "soon” 
sell a prospecting franchise for one 
site, near Nir Am. to a C anadian 
company. 

Moda’i revealed that Israel, over 
the past four months, has been buy- 
on the spot 
paying Egypt 834 and 
Mexico. $34.50 per barrel on a con- 
tractual basis. 

"In the coming days we will 
reach agreement with Egypt about 
fixture prices for the oil we buy from 
them.” said Moda'l. (Hie agree- 
ment with Egypt allows Israel to 
buy up to two million tons of oil per 
year.)

Arab conference organizers 
say they’re part of Israel

TEL AVIV. — Israeli Arabs want to 
remain part of Israel, but want a 
Palestinian state in the “occupied 
territories,*' leaders of the con- 
troversial Sbfarara meeting held 
earlier this month said yesterday. 

Announcing to reporters yester- 
day a convention of Arabs and 
"democratic Jewish forces” to be 
held in Nazareth in December, Dr. 
Emil Tomah of R&kah complained 
about Israeli press coverage of the 
Shfaram meeting which, he said, 
was dismissed as ’’Communist and 
radical." In reality, participants at 
Shfaram included ArabB of all 
political persuasions, including 
some identified with the Labour 
Alignment, and representatives of 
the nonpartisan Moslem establish- 
ment. 

"We will accept anyone at the 
Nazareth conference who agrees to 
our basic programme of a Palesti- 


nian state alongside Israel," 
Tomah said. “If you ask us whether 
we’ll work with Ibna al-Balad (an 
extreme nationalist Arab group) — 
the answer is yes, if they accept our. 
platform.” 

Asked how they can favour a 
Palestinian state led by the PLO* 
whom they consider the only 
representative of the Palestinian 
(though not Israeli’* Arabs. Tomah 
and his colleagues said that PLO 
leaders have indicated their 
willingness to reach a political 
settlement with Israel, but that 
Israel refuses to open the door to 
such a possibility. 

The Nazareth conference 'Will 
also deal with Arab claims of dis- 
crimination and inequality within 
Israel, especially disproportionate- 
ly small allocations from the cen- 
tral government to Arab 
municipalities and villages, and a 
serious shortage of classrooms in 
the Arab sector. 


Police on underworld murder case: 

Orion-Cohen case suspect 
attempted to flee country

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Tuvia Oahri, 
suspected along with Rafiaxnim 
Aharoni of murdering Amos Orion 
and Azar Cohen, tried to flee Israel 
alter learning that the police 
wanted to arrest him, police said. 

Police suspect that Oahri asked 
Jerusalem hotelier Mimon Levy to 
help smuggle him abroad, but he 
was caught before be managed to 
get out of the country. 

Yesterday, after a long hearing, 
the Tel Aviv Magistrates Court 
granted a police request for a 15- 
day extension of the remands of 
Levy and Yitzhak Aharoni, 
Rahamim's brother. 

Police told the court that Levy 
and Yitzhak Aharoni were directly 
Involved In the murders. Orion and 
Cohen were killed on July 33 in the 
Bar-Bakar meat-cutting factory In 
Bat Yam, which la owned by Oahri 
and Rahamlm Aharoni and manag- 
ed by Yitzhak Aharoni. 

Police presented the court with 
secret material Unkingtbe suspects 
to the murders. The magistrate 
decided that this material justified 
the extension of the suspects’ re- 
mand. in order to enable police to 
complete their investigation of the 


murders. 

The Jerusalem Magistrates 
Court on Monday issued a warrant 
for the arrest of Rahamlm Aharoni, 
who is still abroad. 

Rahamlm left Israel, according 
to the police, on July 25, the day 
after the bodies of Orion and Cohen 
were found In the sand dunes near 
Ashdod. . . 

The police believe Orion and 
Cohen were killed when they tried 
to extort money from Rahamlm 
Aharoni and Oahri because of their 
involvement in a 1971 murder. 

Orion was convicted of that 
murder. He received amnesty from 
the president a few months ago. Ac- 
cording to the police, he and Cohen 
went to the Bar-Bakar factory to 
demand money In compensation for 
serving his prison sentence. 

The special police Investigative 
team headed by Sgan-Nitzav Alex 
Ish-Shaloxn of the national felony 
•division, is still having difficulty 
finding evidence which will* he 
acceptable in court. According to a 
source close to the investigation, 
Ish-Shalom and his team are con- 
sulting with representatives of the 
district attorney's office concerning 
the strength of their case against 
the suspects.

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Iran assembly puts off 


a decision on hostages 


’ TEHERAN (Reuter). — The Ira- 
nian Majlis {parliament! showed 
its determination not to he hurried 
.'over the American hostage Issue 
yesterday by voting to set up. a 
'special commission to study the 
case of the 32 captives held since 
November 4. 

Deputies voted by an overwhelm- 
ing margin to refer detailed discus- 
sion of the hostages to the commis- 
sion. which is expected to propose 
conditions for their release and ex- 
amine documents held by the 
Foreign Ministry and the militant 
students occupying the U.S. Em- 
bassy in Teheran. 

The decision was a setback for 
hopes of an imminent end to the 
crisis and showed deputies intended 
to scrutinize any settlement 
proposals closely. 

Before members rejected the 
alternative motion of starting sub- 
stantial discussion yesterday, they 
agreed that when the full debate 
finally begins it should be in public. 

The Majlis voted to defer setting 
up the hostage commission until 
tomorrow, but political sources 
doubted whether both its composi- 
tion and task could be decided in 
one day. 

U.S. President Carter, less op- 
timistic than he was yesterday, 
said that "there Is no prospect at 
thts time for an early resolution" of 
the stalemate. 

His comment, mside to a local 
television reporter while he cam- 
paigned in Atlanta, was closer to 
Secretary of State Edmund 


Muskic's comment on Monday that 
it was a mistake to suggest that re- 
cent statements by Iranian 
authorities may foreshadow an end 
to the. hostage crisis. 

On Monday in Corpus Christ!, 
Texas, Carter told a town hall 
meeting: ••They're making 
statements In Iran that may well 
very well lead to a resolution of this 
problem in the future." The presi- 
dent did not elaborate on Monday 
on the reason for his optimism, nor 
did he offer any explanation for Ms 
more pessimistic outlook yester- 
day. 

Outgoing foreign minister Sadegh 
Gotbzadeh said yesterday that he 
thought the hostage crisis could be 
resolved before the U.S. presiden- 
tial election on November 4. 

But this depended on the speed 
with which the Majlis moved in set- 
ting terms for the captives* release. 

“I think there is a possibility." he 
said. 

He added: "The most Important 
thing is that the | hostage) situation 
has been unblocked. There is some 
movement.” 

He also said It would be a disaster 
if Republican candidate Ranald 
Reagan became U.S. president. 

Gotbzadeh said he was mainly ex- 
pressing personal opinions as he 
had ceased to be effective head of 
the foreign ministry since the for- 
mation of a new Iranian govern- 
ment last week.

Carter and Pope 
among 70 named 
for peace prize 


WARSAW. — The Polish govern- 
ment yesterday announced it would 
cut public spending programmes 
this year by 12 billion zlotys ($400 
million) to soften the effect of 
strikes and pay demands on the 
debt-ridden economy. 

No details on the austerity 
measures were given, but the _ 
planned cuts appeared relatively " 
modest in comparison with losses 
through strikes and future expen- 
diture on higher wages and pen- 
sions. 

Dissident sources said 
plainclothes security police had 
entered the grounds of several fac- 
tories on strike in the southern city 
of Klelce and asked strikers to- 
re turn to work, but they refused. 

The sources said strikers In 
Klelce were in open conflict with a 
local Communist Party official who 
had refused to allow workers to set 
up free trade unions. 

Continued labour unrest was also 
reported from the central city of 
Kalisz, where a food-canning plant 


had joined other enterprises .on 
strike and presented management 
with a list of 37 demands. 

The Polish press yesterday 
carried further calls for a party 
purge, and the first formal call for 
limiting the tenure of party leader. 

“If the first party secretary was 
in office (only) from one party con- 
gress to the next. If he had to ac- 
count for his job, then the current 
situation could not have occurred," 
the Zycie Warsaioy newspaper 
quoted party member and plenum 
delegate Marian Bulskl, a 
locomotive driver, as saying at a 
stormy weekend meeting of the 
Warsaw party plenum. 

His words, printed in the con- 
trolled Polish media, amounted to 
the first public admission that 
reorganization of the party at the 
extraordinary party congress 
might go so far as to limit term of 
office of top party personnel.

OSLO (AP). — A record 70 can- 
didates. including U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter and Pope John Paul 
n, have been nominated for the 
Nobel Peace Prize this year, accor- 
ding to Jakob Sverdrup, director of 
the Norwegian Nobel Institute. 

The 70 nominations — of In- 
dividuals and organizations — far 
exceed the average 50 candidates. 
Last year, when the prize waa 
awarded to Mother Teresa of India, 
there were 55 candidates. 

Each of the six Nobel Prizes this 
year is - worth 880,000 Swedish 
kroner ($211,790), up to 10 per cent 
from last year. 

The identity of the candidates is 
never released in advance, but 
Sverdrup confirmed that Carter, 
the Pope and King Juan Carlos of 
Spain are among them. Carter was 
also nominated last year for Ms 
Middle East peace efforts. 

The Norwegian parliament’s 
Nobel Committee is to decide on Oc- 
tober 13 whether the Nobel Peace 
Prize is to be awarded this year. 


DC-10 blaze at London 


LONDON (AP). — All 215 
passengers on board an American 
DC-10 Jetliner jumped for safety 
yesterday when fire broke out in the 
plane’s undercarriage as it was 
about to take off from London's 
Heathrow Airport. 

The jet. National Airlines flight 
099 to Miami. Florida, was taxiing 
for takeoff at the time, airport of- 
ficials said. 

A police official at Heathrow 
described the incident as “minor," 
but thi'ee passengers were taken to 
hospital with suspected broken 
limbs and six to the airport's 
medical centre suffering from 
minor burns. Several other 
passengers received cuts and 
bruises during the evacuation 
through emergency chutes.

OPEC likely to boost prices 
once every three months 


VIENNA (API. — OPEC ministers 
said yesterday that they were mov- 
ing toward agreement on a long- 
term plan to boost oil prices by 
small amounts every three months. 
But Saudi Arabia wanted OPEC 
militants to lower their prices for 
the first time in OPEC's history 
before the scheme takes effect. 

Oil, finance and foreign ministers 
of the 13-nation Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
spent a second day discussing the 
proposal to link oil prices to world 
Inflation, economic growth rates 
and currency fluctuations. 

Western experts have estimated 
that the Saudi-backed plan would 
push oil prices about 15 per cent 
over the next 12 months. 

OPEC militants Iran and Algeria 
proposed alternate plana that would 
raise prices more rapidly, oil 
ministers said. But Saudi Oil 
Minister Ahmed Zaki Yamani said 
the two sides "were not far apart." 

The plan is supposed to receive 


formal approval at a summit of 
OPEC chiefs of state in Baghdad on 
November 2-4. It cannot take effect, 
however, until OPEC reunifies its 
prices, which currently range from 
Saudi Arabia's $28 a barrel to $37 
fixed by Algeria, Libya and 
Nigeria. 

The radicals want the Saudis to 
raise their price to the official 
OPEC level of $32. But. Saudi 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud al- 
Faisal said the high-prices coun- 
tries will have to cut their prices in 
return. 

"Some countries who overpriced 
their oil will have to come down/ 
the minister said. 

The high-price states, including 
Iran, arc having trouble selling 
their oil because of a glut on world 
markets, oil industry executives 
say. As a result the militants are 
pressing Saudi Arabia to cut its 
production, which at 9.5m. barrels 
a day is more than a third of the 
OPEC total.

Cuba: hijackers to be jailed 


MIAMI ( AP) . — The Cuban govern- 
ment said yesterday that anybody 
who hijacks a plane to Havana will 
be punished or returned to the U.S., 
and an FBI spokesman said the 
statement might help deter the 
current wave of hijackings. 

Noting that nine U.S. planes have 
been hijacked to Cuba since August 
10 , and that most were blamed on 
homesick refugees, the Communist 
Party newspaper Granma said the 
Cuban government Is concerned 
with the possibility that passengers 
on the U.S. planes could become 
“innocent victims'* of the hi- 
jackings. 

The newspaper said the earlier 
hijackers were jailed, but that it 


wished to ensure that potential new 
hijackers would have no doubts 
about their fate. 

- “Although the authors of these 
hijackings were immediately 
arrested and are in prison, these in- 
cidents have continued to occur. 
The government hm decided to 
categorically warn through Gran- 
ma that ... the Cuban authorities 
will adopt drastic -penal 
punishments ... or will return (the 
hijackers) to the U.S. for Judgment 
in that country," the editorial said.

Fossilized Wilder bird’ found 


WASHINGTON (AP). — It was 
master of the air, casting a chilling 
shadow over the land below. It waa 
the largest known bird ever to soar 
above the earth, and five million 
years later man looks upon it with 
awe. 

At a rugged dig In Argentina, 
scientists have discovered the 
remains of a giant bird the size of a 
small airplane — a creature that 
stretched its wings a full 7.6 m. 
while in flight. It has been Identified 
as a larger type of teratorn — the 
Greek word for "wonder bird." 

The discovery of fossilized bones, 
announced Monday by the National 
Geographic Society, has been con- 
firmed by scientists at the Natural 
History Museum of Los Angeles 
County, Calif ornld. 

The remains are of a bird that 
measured 3.3 m. from beak to tall, 
weighed between 72 and 77 kilos 
and, when standing, could have 


looked a 1.8 m. man directly In the 
eye. 

r ‘This makes it the; world’s 
largest known flying bird.” said Dr. 
Kenneth Campbell, curator of 
vertebrate paleontology at the Los 
Angeles f&cQity. "It’s definitely a 
most spectacular creature." 

Campbell said the biggest flying 
bird today is the Andean condor, 
which has a 3 m. wingspan and can 
weigh about 15 kilos. 

The largest previously known fly- 
ing birds were extinct varieties 
witty wingspans approaching 4.9 m. 
But the biggest creatures known to 
take to the ait were flying reptiles 
called pterosaurs, some of which 
had wingspans of up to 10.7 m. 

In the latest discovery, about a 
dozen bones from one giant bird 
were recovered at a rite 160 km. 
west of Buenos Aires by Drs. 
Eduardo Tonni and Rosendo 
Pascual .

s month at a cost of IS350.000 nearly 
t three years ago. Residents of the 
i neighbourhood had complained to 
! the city that cars and trucks com- 
ing into town from Bethlehem and 
Gilo zoomed past at dlszying speeds 
and hit pedestrians. 

After a great deal of hesitation 
over whether it would be used, the 
municipality decided to build a foot- 
bridge. For days, youngsters from 
nearby schools handed out flowers 
to people who did not use the 
bridge, and warned politely that the 
next time they could get a ticket 
and a fine from the police. 
Volunteers stood near the bridge to 
cxp 1 tin the danger of crossing in 
tt. .ruddle of the street. 

WHILE THE MESSAGE got across 
to about 70 per cent of the 
youngsters, most of the adults — in- 
cluding many old people — still 
attempt suicide by eschewing the 
bridge. A few months ago. the 
. municipality discovered that 
somebody had used welding equip- 
ment to cut out a piece of the steel 
fence In the middle of tbe road — 
meant to prevent illegal crossings. 

Since the footbridge was- built, 
several persons have been injured 
in the area while taking the land 
route across Derech Hevron. 

The municipality has no plans to 
build any more pedestrian bridges, 
even over congested Rehov Bar- 
Ilan in Romema, where residents 
have begged for one to prevent ac- 
cidents. 

The four underground tunnels are 
among the saddest sights in the 
capital. 

Passing under Sderot Ben-Zvi 
from the foot of Rehov Bezalel to 
Sachar Park, one tunnel is dark and 
scary and reeks of urin'e. Walls are 
marked up with graffiti (*'We Won’t 
Give Back the Territories” and 
some vulgarities) and plastered 
with posters. There is no illumina- 
tion. Drug addicts and hashish 
smokers reportedly frequent the 
tunnel late at night. Ironically, the 
underground walkway leads to one 
of the loveliest parks in the city. 

About a kilometre away, another 
tunnel built eight years ago links 
the Paula Ben-Gurion and Evelina 
de Rothschild schools with the road 
to Nayot. Less smelly and dirty, the 
walls there bear schoolboy graffiti 
( “Hammer is a shepherd of 
criminals”). 

Although many of the school 
children use the detour, most adults 
cross illegally at street level, where 
there are no crosswalks or traffic 
lights. 

THE TUNNEL under Sderot Herz] 
near the supermarket in the solidly 
middle-class neigh bourbood of Beit 
Hakerem was built about a decade 
ago :'by the supermarket, 
cooperative itself, but it Is rarely 
used. It Is relatively clean, but (in 
contrast to the Rehov Bezalel un- 
derpass i its walls bear left-wing 
slogans such as “stop Elon Moreh.” 
Shoppers and pupils at nearby 
schools routinely dodge the traffic 
above it. 

The most discouraging of the 
city’s four underground 
passageways links the central bus 
station and Binyenel Ha’ooma in 
Romema. Tens of thousands of 
locals, out-of-towners and foreign 
tourists pass by, and many pass 
through. But hundreds of Intrepid 
pedestrians every day run an 
obstacle course of speeding 
vehicles, thorny rose bushes and 
spiky fences as If they were army 
recruits on basic training. 

Four or five display windows in 
the passage have been knocked out 
and look like gaps in a set of teeth. 
None of the two dozen windows has 
anything on display. 

Peddlers in the tunnel hawk 
everything from sabra fruit to 
trinkets and candy — illegally. 

THE PLAZA BOASTS large, blue- 
tiled public toilet facilities, which 
are locked up at night. Although 
they are quite clean, there were no 
towels or toilet paper when I in- 
spected the premises. 

The double escalators on the cen- 
tral bus station side haven’t been in 
operation for more than a few 
months at a time since they were In- 
stalled in 1974. For some reason, 
vandals seem to enjoy sticking 
stones and metal pipes inside the 
mechanism. 

Guards were sent to the spot, but 
when they went home at night, tbe 
vandalism resumed. According to 
the city spokesman, the escalators 
have now been broken for the third 
time. The city hasn’t decided 
whether to spend another IS125.OO0

One cringes to think that foreign 
tourists get their first view of 
Jerusalem there at the central bus 
station — among the litter and dirt. 

City officials explain that the 
plaza and underpass area was sup- 
posed to have a cafe And shops, with , 
stcnd.v pedestrian traffic to keep 
the area safe and lively. But | 
because it was public land, only the 
municipality could run the cafe, 
and it was unable to take on the 
project. It is negotiating with the 
Manufacturers’ Association to fill 
the display windows and maintain 
the area. 

THF. ABSENCE of litter baskets la 
explained by the danger that they 
may attract terrorist bombs. 
Meanwhile, the litter blows. The 
municipality promises more fre- 
quent clean-ups. 

The police have regularly been 
asked to give out tickets to 
pedestrians crossing illegally (the 
fine is as much as ISlOO), but they 
eomc only for a day or two, accor- 
ding to city officials, and that 
doesn’t deter lawbreakers. 

Despite all the problems, a fifth 
underpass Is now under construc- 
tion — under Jaffa Road, linking 
the Clal Centre with Davidka 
Square. 

But the fifth tunnel won’t cost the 
city anything. Clal is footing the bill 
and taking the responsibility for 
maintenance and building stores. 
They hope to see some light at the 
end. 


IP GOOD dentists in Haifa are but a 
few, in far away areas like the 
Golan Heights and Central Galilee, 
they are even rarer.

For the past ten years Stock, who 
is n professor of operative dentistry 
and or a! biology at the University of 
California in San Francisco, has 
built up a team of 50 to 60 of his 
students and colleagues who come 
here annually to work on a totally 
voluntary basis for five weeks. 

People know them by the brightly 
coloured bus In which they set up a 
multi-scat dental clinic and travell- 
ed hundreds of kilometres 
throughout the country, bringing 
free dental care and basic notions 
of hygiene to people who often 
never knew either. 

This year Stock divided up his 
team 15 remained In Kibbutz Daiia 
with the bus, while the others 
travelled up to Central and Upper 
Galilee, visiting a number of kib- 
butzim and moshavim and check- 
ing the teeth of more than 200 
children. First base was Dalton, a 
small moshav 10 km. from Safad. 
where all children Wad their teeth 
X-raycd and received fluoride 
treatment. 

"The most remarkable feature of 
our group is that none of those who 
are here are Jews," Stock told The 
Jerusalem Post . “For ten con- 
secutive years I have been convin- 
cing the goy im to come and see for 
themselves what the real Israel is 
and how important their contribu- 
tion and understanding may be.”

with pride. ”f have even received 
ultra-modern dental equipment 
donnted by manufacturers In the 
U.S. and Canada, all enthused by 
the idea.." 

The volunteers actually work 
with a portable dental office: drill, 
moulds, instruments — everything 
but a chair comes out of a medium- 
size suitcase. "We also .have por- 
table X-ray units of a novel kind, 
much safer to doctors and patients 
than the regular ones," he explain- 
ed. After a thorough check-up and 
treatment. Stock and his team 
teach children how to use 
toothbrushes for best results and 
present each with a brand-new one. 
“You would not guess how many of 
them never saw a brush before." 

Stock, a vigorous 55. has a Zionist 
spirit that “has no bounds.” Israel 
came into his life in a somewhat un- 
usual manner. “My wife and I were 
working on tbe Hope medical ship, 
which brought medical assistance 
to many needy populations In un- 
derdeveloped countries. One day 
she became terribly ill. She got 
encephalitis and remained In a 
coma for two months. I vowed then 
that if she recovered, we would 
both dedicate our lives to doing 
‘missionary’ work in Israel. And so 
it happened.” 

Their two sons are also involved 
in "Project Caroline” and so was 
their daughter, after whom the 
project was named when she died. 
“Everybody welcomes us here 
because they know we came not to 
teach them anything or tell them 
how to work. We are well aware we 
are not dealing with hillbillies who 
do not know where to start. There 
are enough good professionals 
around. But we felt we could also do 
something for this country."

Two years to build giant transformer 






Industrialists reassured ou 
current tax concessions ]

RAMAT HASHARON. — The 
largest transformer ever built in 
Israel — weighing 300 tons — was 
gradually hoisted a few metres into 
the air yesterday afternoon, then 
gently lowered onto a huge 
transport vehicle. This morning it 
will be driven ever so slowly from 
the El co plant here to the Hadera 
power station In an "operation" run 
jointly by the Electric Corporation , 
the police and the Public Works' 
Department. 

The road between Ramat 
Hasharon and Hadera will be clos- 
ed to all civilian traffic for varying 
periods as the huge transport vehi- 
cle (courtesy of Zlra) lumbers 
northwards. The "operation" may 
take as long as an entire day. 

"It took two years to build this 
transformer, which has a capacity 
of 430 mega volt-ampere (MVA), or 
about 15 per cent of the total elec- 
tric power now produced in Israel,” 
according to Richard H. Klotz, an 
engineer, who holds the Electric 
Corporation “portfolio" at Elco. 

Another two transformers are 
now being built by Elco. One should 
be ready within 12 to 14 months and 


remaining 60' per cent Is added 
value. 

A fourth transformer, also of 450 
MVA. was Imported from 
Switzerland two years ago by the 
Electric Corporation, which decid- 
ed to order the other three from 
Elco after it opened Its new plant In 
Ramat Hasharon. 

When all four transformers are 
functioning, they will be able to 
handle about 60 per cent of the 
power now produced In the country. 
But by tiie time the Hadera station 
is finished and in full operation, the 
needs of the country will be greater 
than they are now. The station will 
then be able to supply only 50 per 
cent of total need. 

Each transformer steps up the 
strength of the voltage from 18 
kilovolt to 161 kilovolt, a step which 
is needed to "move" the power ef- 
ficiently over long distances. . 

The Ramat Hasharon plant, one 
of several owned and run by Elco, la 
managed by Zvl Gonpaz. Irena 
Lewlnton-Gold la the plant’s chief 
engineer who directed the construc- 
tion of the first transformer, and is 
now directing that of the other two. 

"With the completion of this 
transformer, I can honestly say 


the 450 MVA transformers costs 
$2m. Of this sum. 40 per cent goes 
for raw materials Imported from 
Switzerland, Austria and Italy. The . 


transformers comparative In quali- 
ty and price with those produced 
anywhere in the world,” according 
to Gershon Salklnd, general 


manager of Elco. 

The problem, however. Is that 
due to tiie energy crisis, there la a 
"glut" of production facilities on 
the world market, and Elco will 
And It hard to break Into the field of 
very large transformers. Until now, 
the largest ones it built were of 50 
MVA, although it rebuilt a 285 MVA 
transformer for the Eshkol power 
plant In Aahdod. . 

However, Elco has been expor- 
ting smaller transformers, as well 
as "traffic controllers*’ and 
switchboards, for the past 20 years, 
if not In great quantities. 

In the 1960’s It exported exten- 
sively to Greece, and In the lB70'sto 
Thailand, Iran and Mexico. At pre- 
sent It exports to Europe and 
Africa. 

The Elco complex employs 900 
workers, of which only 140 are In 
administration and technical work. 
Its sales In 1979/80 came to IL800m. 
(or about 530m. at prices then). 
About 5 per cent of total production 
was exported. 

At present, about two-thirds of 
the firm's production la for the 
Electric Corporation. The 
remainder Is for the Ministries of 
Communications and Defence, and 
for private firms. Elco sold equip- 
ment for about 52m. to the two air- 
ports being built In the Negev. 

At present the firm has orders on 
hand for about 530m.

Tax exemptions on social benefits 
brought in line with inflation 


Husband’s tax file 
now open to spouse

A series of tax-exempt social 
benefits have been updated In line 
with inflation by 4B.2 per cent, 
effective from October 1. 

The celling for gifts by employers 
to their workers, which until now 
was tax-exempt up to 13114, will 
now be raised to IS 180 a year. The 
value of tax-exempt meals sub- 
sidized by employers has been rais- 
ed from IS942 to 131,380. Similarly, 
the tax-free discounts that a worker 
may get on goods purchased from 
his employer, will now be IS720 In- 
stead of IS474. 

The celling on tax-exempt death 
benefits has been raised to 1311,700 
and that on severance pay to J85,- 
850, Instead of 137,900 and 138,950, 
respectively. 

Blind persona and total Invalids 


will be exempt from Income tax up 
to an annual income of 13291,000, In- 
stead of 1S196.S20 until now — 
provided that It is earned Income. 
The exemption on other Income, 
such as dividends and interest, will 
be 1335,000 a year Instead of 1323,- 
520 until now. 

Pensions will be exempt up to 
IS4.000 instead of 132,710. Pensions 
that are paid over and above those 
required by law or provided for by 
an agreement, will be tax-exempt 
up to IS56 for each year of work, in- 
stead of IS37.9 until now. 

The tax-exempt contributions to 
provident funds have also been 
raised, from 133,950 a year to ISO,- 
850. Extraordinary medloal ex- 
penses. for which a tax credit Is 
given, will now be 137,300 instead of 
IS 4,910.

TEL AVIV. — Any married woman 
may now ask her local income tax 
office for complete Information on 
her husband's income and assets. 
An amendment to the Income Tax 
Law to this effect, passed by the 
Knesset in July, has now been 
published in Reshumot, the official 
gazette, and has thus taken effect. 

Ruth Halaf, spokeswoman for the 
Na'amat women’s organization, ex- 
plained that in the past a woman 
could get information about her 
husband’s income from the Income 
tax authorities only with the help of 
a lawyer and in cases where there 
was a dispute between the spouses. 

Na'amat, which fought for the 
amendment, is interested in making 
sure that women, lawyers and in- 
come tax officials are aware of the 
new legal situation.

TEL AVIV. — Investing in “Blue 
and White” over the past four

Its first public share issue on the 
American over-the-counter 
market. 

The Issue price of the Sci-Tex 
shares was 511. Two months after 
the issue date, the shares had 
climbed to 515.

They were 
trading yesterday in the U.S. at 581- 
$32 a share. 

-Overall, since the day of issue, 
the Sci-Tex shares have ap- 
preciated by nearly 180 per cent, or 
at a pace which is equivalent to 
more than BOO per cent a year. 

While Sci-Tex was making Its , 
public Issue 1 at the end of May, the ! 
shares of Elaclnt, manufacturers of 
Cat scanners and digital nuclear 
Imaging cameras, were being trad- 
ed on the American over-the- 
counter market at just under 511 a 
share. Last night they were trading 
at just under 526 a share, for a gain 
of some 130 per cent. While the com- 
pany has not made any public an- 
nouncement, It Is understood that It 
Is planning a new major capital 
financing Issue. 

Both companies have shown ex- 
cellent profitability and American 
securities analysts have projected 
major gains In earnings for both 
Sd-Tex and Elaclnt for the 1980-1981 
fiscal year. 

The very, positive earnings 
development and the foot that both 
companies are leaders In their 
fields will undoubtedly be an en- 
couraging factor In future foreign 
investments in science-based in- 
dustries in Israel. It will make it 


easier for Israeli companies to 
raise capital on overseas stock ex- 
changes. Uxia Galll, nhalrmn.n of 
Elron Electronics Industries, la In 
the process of firming up plans for 
an overseas capital financing. 

While there Is no confirmation 
from Etz Lavud, It la known from 
American financial sources that the 
Petah Tlkva concern Is pinwrriwff to 
turn its Laser Industries subsidiary 
Into a public company. The finan- 
cial offering is in an advanced stage 
of planning. 

Laser Industries manufactures a 
surgical laser. Only recently did It 
become a profitable concern, -and 
this only after a number of years of 
continuous losses. 

The success of Sd-Tex and Els- 
clnt shares In recent months, un- 
doubtedly has been a factor in the 
decision to float the Laser In- 
dustries shares. *

ISRAEL GLASS Works Phoenicia 
has reported a net loss of IS7m. for 
the first six months of 1980.

U.S. recession 
seen receding as 
production rises 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Produc- 
tion by U.S. factories, mines and 
utilities rose for tbe first time In 
seven months in August, another 
sign that the 1980 recession Is on its 
way out, the government said 
yesterday. 

The Federal Reserve Board, the 
U.S. central bank, said industrial 
production Increased 0.5 per cent 
last month, following a string of six 
straight declines that began in 
February, when the recession was 
beginning to take bold. 

Tbe one-month gain in production 
was also the largest since May 1979, 
when output spurted l.l per cent. 

The index now stands at 140.0 per 
cent of Its 1907 base of 100. Stated 
another way, production is off 7.8 
per cent from a year ago.

CONGRATULATIONS are due to the security services on a I 
aeries of brilliant coups in the fight against terrorism. 

No sooner was the Rosh Hashana holiday over than the nation i 
was told that the services had nipped a major terrorist attack I 
plan in the bud by nabbing the three-man Fatah cell that was to 
have carried it out. Yesterday we were informed that the ser- 
vices had broken up the Fatah cell responsible for the murder of 
six Jews at Hebron’s Hadassah building four months ago. 

-Although a number of their fellow kdera had, in the meantime, 
crossed the Jordan River to safety, four cell members were 
arrested, and reportedly confessed to the crime. Six of their ac- 
complices were also apprehended. One of the terrorists ad- 
mitted to the murder of a Jewish couple in the Belt Guvrln area, 
south of Hebron, last year. 

Ihe interrogation brought out that the assassination scheme 
had been masterminded by some of Yasser Arafat's top 
henchmen. 

Coming on top of the arrest of the confessed murderer of! 
Jehoshua Sloma, in Hebron, early this year, this is surely a most 
impressive list of successes in both the prevention of terrorism 
and in the seizure of its perpetrators. The services have plainly 
shown how far a combination of brains, guts and sheer devotion 
to the cause will go in providing the country with the minimal In- 
ternal security it needs and deserves. 

Now, of course, the services will be expected to demonstrate 
the same qualities in uncovering those who bombed — with In- 
tent to kill, although they only maimed — the West Bank city [ 
mayors. 

Beyond the detention of the Arab terrorists there is the issue 
of due punishment Yesterday, voices were again heard uzging 
the death penalty for the mass killing of Jews. Whether the ex- , 
iating law on terrorist murder should or should not be enforced 
is an open question. What la not open to question Is that the law | 
draws no distinction between Arabs and Jews. 

Another issue concerns the political lessons to be learned 
from the latest victories in the anti-terrorist struggle. 

From Kiryat Arba yesterday, the familiar counsel came forth ! 
again calling oxr the government to vacillate no longer, to keep| 
the Arab enemies down hard and to build Judea and Samaria up 
for the Jews. If anything can assure breaking the present lull in ■ 
the West Bank and making that area the “seething cauldron of | 
opposition" which the foreign press likes to write about — this i 
recipe will do It.

We flew over oc- 
cupied China and had the terrible 
experience of flying at night 
through a violent typhoon over the 
China Sea. My helpless pilot en- 
trusted the steering to the 
automatic pilot. I myself said 
•'tehllim,” asking the Almighty to 
keep the wings from breaking. 
Maybe this saved us from disaster. 

We left- Okinawa for England 
after the bomb was dropped, un- 
aware of the Implications of this 
historic event

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Presumption of guilt 


Public perceptions of the Abuhatzeira case emphasize 
how important it is for public officials to be above suspi- 
cion, writes MEIR MERHAV.

THERE HAS been a lull, In the last 
few days, in the flow of news stories 
on the Abuhatzelra investigation. 
That may he due to the High Holy 
Days, hut may also Indicate that 
the media, and their sources, have 
been somewhat cowed Into a reluc- 
tant taciturnity by accusations that 
they are conducting a trial by 
publicity. 

More than ever before the press, 
and especially television, have been 
pilloried not only for allegedly sen- 
sationalizing the investigation, but 
even for the very publication at the 
facts, as revealed by authoritative 
sources. 

Any impartial review at what was 
published, and how. would conclude 
that, with very few exceptions, any 
character lynching of Aharon 
Abuhatzelra waa not Induced 
primarily by the media, or by 
utterances of officers or other 
public figures. On the contrary, the 
media, the rival political parties — 
not to speak of the government — 
made an earnest effort to avoid 
prejudging the case. 

Nevertheless, the very publica- 
tion of the facts aroused the Ire of 
prime Minister Begin, who wagged 
an admonishing finger at hla Inter- 
viewers In television's Moked 
programme three weeks ago and 
demanded silence on the grounds 
that a man la presumed Innocent 
until found guilty. His cry against 
such a trial by exposure has since 
been taken up by others. 

The basis for this attack on the 
media's alleged usurpation of the 
process of law Is- a simplistic 
application of the maxim that a per- 
son Is Innocent until proven guilty, 
and that pre-trial character 
assassination by publicity la 
therefore a horrendous crime. 

The media's defence has general- 
ly been aa simplistic as the 
arguments of their accusers; 
columnists and editorial writers 
squirmed and argued that the 
media had tried to report without 
prejudging the case, and that this 
was their duty on tbe^grounds of the 
public's right to know. 

This defence glosses over the in- 
dubitable truth that publicity itself 
Is liable to destroy a suspect as a 
political figure even though the 
media make every effort to report 
all the facts, and nothing but, 
although this is never really possi- 
ble. 

It would therefore be better for 
the media to admit this frankly, 


rather than accept two hidden 
assumptions which their censors 
make: a) that the noble and 
necessary rule of "Innocent until 
proven guilty" in fact reflects the 
prevailing mores of the public, 
which it Is the media's function to 
express; and b) that this rule ex- 
tends to protection against dis- 
closure of the grounds for suspicion 
— particularly of a public per- 
sonality. 

The rule is Indeed expressly In- 
corporated in Israel's legal code, 
hut it Is far from being accepted by 
the public as a whole. It la more a 
lofty moral precept than an expres- 
sion of actual moral and social 
norms, at least for certain crimes 
and offences. _ 

In the ethical and moral sense, 
this rule is to some degree a 
transplant from the concepts of an 
older society In which "gentlemen” 
could be assumed to behave Uke 
gentlemen: a breach of the moral 
or ethical code was regarded as so 
ex cep ti onal that anyone accused of 
It bad to be considered Innocent un- 
til proven guilty beyond the shadow 
of a doubt. As a corollary, the onus 
of proof was on the prosecution. 

That, however, is not how the 
public really views it. The public 
considers a suspect as.. .highly 
suspect. It Is, regrettably, also true 
that In many cases the suspicion 
may persist even though the 
suspect Is eventually cleared of any 
wrong-doing. 


Therefore, suspicion alone, on the 
■ part of law enforcement agencies, 
warrants publicity — and that is a 
risk a public figure must take. Also, 
only publicity can block attempts to 
quash Investigations. 

Just aa there Is a presumption of 
innocence until one la feund guilty, 
so there Is a presumption that the 
law enforcement agencies act In 
good faith. That presumption of 
good faith also extends to the 
media, and existing legislation 
provides more than enough protec- 
tion against misuse at the right to 
supply the public with information. 

To hold public office la not a 
natural right. It imposes the obliga- 
tion to be, not only above guilt, but 
even above suspicion. It carries the 
risk that one's conduct will be 
scrutinized much more closely than 
that of ordinary people. 

Thus the public prejudges public 
figures, like Abuhatzelra, because 
- of the nature of their office — which 
demands an even more untarnished 
character than that demanded of 
Caesar's wife — and because of the 
traumatic effect a series of 
economic crimes, perpetrated by 
public personalities, has had on the 
public. 
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rigorously and promptly be applied 
to ministers.

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THERE ARE good, if. not very 
palatable, reasons for that. The 
public does not In fact assume that 
Its elected leaders are selfless 
idealists whose level of moral and 
ethical conduct that 1s appreciably 
higher, than that of an ordinary 
citizen. In fact, the public assumes 
that its elected representatives are 
worse. 

That is because there is a 
category at crimes and offences 
that Is nearly specific to public 
figures, whose office and power 
provide them with opportunity, 
means and motive. The public 
assumes that many ordinary 
citizens, given the same temp- 
tations, would succumb. It 
therefore wants to be protected 
against its elected leaders and 
public appointees. 

That protection Is provided, at 
least partially, by the right to know 
— especially what comes from un- 
impeachable official sources. 


THE PUBLIC has come to take It 
for granted that honesty in the 
political echelons Is a rare com- 
modity hut that it Is only the un- 
lucky ones that get caught. 
Meanwhile, Abuhatzelra and his 
family may suffer the tortures of 
purgatory before he has. If he will 
be charged. Us day in court. 


FOUR YEARS ago, when the 
Yadlin case was the cause cAUbre 
of another pre-election autumn, 
there were some who insisted that 
pre-trial publicity- was an oc- 
cupational hazard of public figures, 
and that publicity might have the 
salutary effect of keeping 
politicians dean. Lamentably, that 
has not happened. 

The publication of suspicion and 
Investigation, which Is essential to 
protect the public from 
malfeasance and the law enforce- 
ment agencies from being 
hamstrung, Is evidently not enough. 
A suspect holding Ugh office, in 
particular, must be suspended as 
soon as he comes under the shadow 
of suspicion. It is incomprehensible 
that this rule, which rightly 
applies to the lowliest of civil ser- 
vants , should not even more 


FINALLY, a word may be laid with 
respect to the amazing rallying 
around Aharon Abuhatzelra by 
religious personalities on the- one 
hand, and by spokesmen of the. 
North African community on the: 
other, culminating in the Insolent 
and absurd interference of Sephar- 
di Jewry leader NesgLm Gaon in 
Israel's judicial process. ; 

The cry of “foul play," whether 
supposedly directed against the- 
religious segment of the population 
or against an ethnic community, 
hides the true source of. 
Abuhatzdra's absolution in ad- 
vance from any wrongdoing. ' 

The outrage over the lnvestiga^ 
tion itself nand the suspicions sur- - 
rounding the minister and Us .. 
associates reflect the non- 
admlsslon that the misuse of state 
foods for "deserving causes," and . 
even for deserving Individuals, Is - 
really morally reprehensible. 

What Abuhatzelra la suspect of 
having done.is, by all too many, not 
at all considered a crime. For them, 
even If the facts are proved against ■' 
him, he would remain •- . 

Evidently,- them are still many :

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THE United Kibbutz Movement, 
which was created by the marriage 
of the Mapai -oriented Ibud Hakvut- 
zot VehaklbbutzLm, and Haklbbutz 
Hameuhad, the mainstay at what 
waa once Ahdut Ha'avoda, la now 
somewhere after the wedding 
ceremony and before the consum- 
mation.

The merger was largely designed 
to add political muscle to the com- 
bined kibbutz movement, both 
within the Labour Party and the 
country.

past. Around him gathered the non- 
klbbutz power-brokers, mainly 
from the Hlstadrut sector of the 
economy, such as Bank Hapoalim's 
Ya'acov Levinson. 

Today. Harif strongly opposes 
competition within Labour over 
who will lead the party at the next 
elections. He denies that this means 
support for Shimon Peres. But the 
practical consequences, aside from 
assuring Rabin and his su p p orters 
a major role within a Peres cabinet, 
are very much the same, at least 
for the present. 

Opposed to Harif and the domi- 
nant leadership within the Ihud are 
the forces supporting Yitzhak 
Rabin. Today, there Is Uttle doubt 
that they represent a minority 
within the Ihud. However, In the 
merged movement, the pro-Rabin 
Ihud minority, combined with the 
overwhelmingly pro-Rabin 
Meuhad, could well constitute a 
majority. This would reverse the 
expectations of the Harif group, 
which had counted on the Dhud'i 
standing aa the larger of the two 
movements to boost their own stan- 
ding In the kibbutz movement and 
in the party. 


Leadership problems 


The existence of rival groups in the United Kibbutz Move- 
ment fomenting another Feres-Rabin confrontation is a 
sad commentary on the movement's lack of innovation, 
writes ALLAN E. SHAPIRO.

Not all the cards are on the table. 

The Rabin people, on the other 
hand, are altruistic to a fault. They 
make a convincing disclaimer of 
any thought of personal advance- 
ment. They really taelleve that their 
candidate la the best there Is, now 
or ever. 


Benzlon Weiner of Deganla 
Aleph, a 82-year-old son of one of 
the veteran activists of the kibbutz 
movement, a paratroop brigade 
commander in the reserves, and a 
member of the movement 
secretariat who Is In charge of the 
Ihud's manpower department. Is 
one of the two major organizers of 
the Rabin forces within the Ihud. 
After the Yom Klppur War, be — 
Uke others of his generation — 
decided that politics was too impor- 
tant to be left to the politicians. His 
present involvement In poUtlcs Is a 
sought-after adjunct of his kibbutz 
movement position. When that 
comes to an end In another year, he 
expects to return to his Jordan 
Valley home. 

What attracts him to Rabin? 

First, the man himself, Weiner 
says. He met Rabin during the 
period of Interim agreements after 
the Yom Klppur War, when Us 
brigade was In the Mltla and Gldl 
passes In Sinai. Rabin, as prime 
minister, came to examine the 
terrain. Weiner was impressed by 
his mode of operation, his ability to 
"read" the topography. 


matter of principled commitment. 
Peres, Weiner points out, was a 
supporter, along with hla long-time 
political partner, Moahe Dayan, of 
functional, as opposed to 
territorial, compromise. Over the 
years in which they shared power, 
the Dayan-Perea line fostered the 
emergence of local leadership in 
the West Bank, with the aim of en- 
couraging a functional division of 
administrative authority. 

The functional compromise of the 
Dayan-Peres school blossomed Into 
Begin' a autonomy, today a sullied 
term in most Labour quarters. 
Hence, the Perea switch to 
territorial compromise. But where 
will he be tomorrow, Weiner asks, If 
he achieves hla ambition to become 
prime minister? Weiner claims 
that It Is only In this aim that Peres 
has demonstrated absolute con- 
sistency. 

Paradoxically, then. In the con- 
text of today’s poUtlcal scene, 
Weiner casts Rabin in the role of 
the hawk and Perea as the dove 
once the elections are over and the 
heat Is on, reversing the parts they 
are generally believed to have filled 
in the Rabin government. Changing 
circumstances, Weiner contends, 
have changed Rabin's consistent 
position into what Is today’s' hard 
line. 


controlling inflation and narrowing 
the b&lance-of-paymeiits gap. 

- The forecast is for hard times 
ahead. The next Rabin govern- 
ment, Weiner contends, would 
begin in an even worse position 
than that of the former — post- Yom 
Klppur War — Rabin regime. A 
major Improvement could be ex- 
pected on the labour front, a tur- 
bulent area In Rabin's days as 
prime minister. The Hfotadrut, 
Weiner believes, has learned Its 
lesson. 

But what lessons has Rabin 
learned? Although Weiner meets 
with Rabin about three times a 
month to discuss policy positions, 
they have never touched on 
proposals for changes In the struc- ' 
ture of government, such as 1 
strengthening the position of the ; 
prime minister or moving In' the 
direction of presidential govern- 
meat . 

The major lessons that Rabinbas 
learned, Weiner states, are In the 
field of party politics, In which he 
had Inadequate experience when he 
first took office. He has learned to 
manoeuvre within Ms own 
party, as hla recent careful 
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THE ORGANIZERS of the pro- 
Rabin forces within the Ihud are 
Impelled by the same search for 
new leadership within the party 
that Harif initially re p re s e nt ed. 
Where this has led the two rival 
groups within the Ihud. standing to- 
day before another Peres-Rabln 
confrontation, Is a sad commentary 
on the lack of Innovative capacity 
exhibited by the kibbutz movement 
In the national political scene. 

The Harif camp gives the Impres- 
sion that Innovation la still the ul- 
timate aim. The alternative leader 
who would give the party a new 
face Is simply not available, at Ieaet 
not now. Beneath the surface, one 
senses a certain tactical jockeying, 
perhaps touched with opportunism. 


SECOND, Rabin's credibility, par- 
ticularly on the subject of security 
and borders. Weiner sees Rabin as 
a man of principle who can with- 
stand pressure. Peres, on the other 
hand, he regards a, a a com- 
promiser, a pragmatist, a 
moderate. Weiner doubts it Perea 
can stand up to the Americans and 
points to people Uke Abba Eban and 
Yosl Sarld in the Perea camp as 
evidence of Peres's “dovish’* 
designs. 

The difference between Rabin 
and Peres becomes sharper, 
Weiner contends. In the context of 
the proposed solution to the 
problem of the occupied areas. 
Both today support a territorial 
compromise, the so-caUed Jorda- 
nian option, more or less along the 
lines of the Allon Plan. 

For Rabin, this is a position he 
has always endorsed and Is a 


WEINER claims that there are 
forces within the Peres camp that 
are hostile to the kibbutz and 
moshav movements. He believes a 
Peres leadership would result In the 
settlement movements no longer 
having a special position In the par- 
ty's power structure and would 
mean the end of Labour as a party 
that not only proposes a platform 
but also carries It out through 
direct, personal Involvement. And 
this is the third major reason why 
Weiner supports Rabin. 

Otherwise, there Is little In 
Weiner's pro-Rabin stance that 
derives from his . kibbutz 
background. He does not put Rabin 
to the left of Peres; he dismisses 
left and right aa meaningless In a 
policy sense In the Israeli context; 
he believes that KaMh would 
return more or less to the same 
economic measures the late 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz employed In 
hla previous government, claiming 
that they proved their success In 
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
